There are two military academies in Albania, Gas is the Enver School at 
Tirane, whore from 1945 to 1948 officers of the partisans, as well as 
Politieal Comissars, were given training for a period of three months, In 
the year 1948 regular officers studied there, On 4 January 1949,300 regular 
and 100 reserve officers graduated, Sines 1949 the course of training hes 
been based on a twonyear period, Today the only students are officers 

from the rank of werrant officer up te captain, who are attending courses 

to further their Imovledge of military science, All officers have to go 


‘through this school, 


The Instrvetors are Albanian officers who were trained during 1945 end 1946 
in Yogoslavia and the Soviet Union,

je Since 1950 the stuily of the Ruseien language hes been obligatory, and 
is taught by a senior Soviet officer, 


Officers fram the rank of major and up are sent to the Soviet Gafon for 
further training, Only those who are trusted, relatively vel] educated 
{graduates of the intermediate school), absolutely healthy and able to 
stand the cold are selected. The selevtion in many cases was unsuccessful, 
particularly as regards trustworthiness, since a number of officers were 
sent baek to Albania under guard before their period of training was com 
pleted. Some of them were imprisoned, and others wore dismissed from the 
Army, ‘Informants say that this happened because these officers found the 
situation different in the USSR from whet had been described to then, and 
therefore changed their minds ami doviated Prom the Party line. 


The “tadet School is located in Tirans vhere it ws established at the ba~ 
ginning of 1947, it has nine grades: four of the elenentary school, three 
of the intermediate sehool, and two of the gymnasiun, Subjects of slenent— 
ary and intermediate education are taught during the morning houre, and 
military courses are given in the afternoon, The teachers are public school 
teachers, gymnasium professors, and officers trained in the Soviet Union, 
This sehool admits those boys who are going to follow a military career, 
preferably the children of war casualiies » heroes, the poor, and offieers. 
At present thre are about 1200 students, The graduates are sent to military 
schools in the USSR and Rusania, and a very small number will stay at the 
Enver School, After this training they will be appointed officers, At 

the establishnent of the school, young former partisans ard graduates of 
the elementary and the intermediate school vere eaaitted, They stiriied 

for two years in this school, during which. time they went through the sub 
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Were sent to military schools in Moscow from which they have not yet re. 
tumed. 
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in Albania there are no special basic training conters for the famy, Re~ 
eruits who are called up report to their local recruiting offices which im- 
mediately send them te the various units, Those selected as communications 
troops are sent directly to the Communications Regiment of Tiranc; those 
selected for the heavy artillery are sent to the Heavy Artillery Regiment 
at Elbssan, As soon aa they join the mits their training begins, and it 
laste about a year, At the end of the year now recruits join the wit and 
the sane training starts all over again for both the old troops and the 
new recruits. Usually about the middle of the period of baste training a 
munber of enlisted men are selected on the basis of ability or of the Party's 
confidence in thom to become non-commissioned officer eandidates, and they 
are sent to the training battalicns for non-comalasioned officers which are 
attached to the divisions; after six months’ training, when the training of 
the less favored enlisted men has been completed, the candidates are ap- 
pointed non-commissioned officers of infantry, mortars, or heavy mochins. 
guns, and they return to their mits, 


The year's training course for oniisted men is divided into quarters ag 
follows ; , 


&. First three months: Swedish gymnastics, military courtesy, firing 
six cartridges from a distance of 100 meters, 


b, Seeond three months: | Battle exercises for the squad without artillery, 
firing six cartridges from « distance of 200 meteors, 


6, Third three months: Battle exercises for the platoon, firing six 
cartridges from a distance of 300 meters. 


a. Fourth three months: Battle exercises for the company and battalion, 
firing six cartridges from a distance of 400 maters, Also during this 
three months! period, there are maneuvers of the whole regiment for two 
or three days, 


During the battle exereises real fire or even blank eavtridees are never used, 
The training econtimes regardless of wather conditions for sight hours a 
day. Three times a week for two hours there are political lectures by the 


Coumissars of the battalions, Every day during the sehool hour there is com- 


pulsery teaching of resding and writing for two houra to the illiterate sol- 
Giers, The teaching 1s done by educated soldicrs, 


In February 1950, there was an inerease in the sslaries of goverment em= 
ployees, workers, and soldiers, but at the same tine the family allovances 
and the hardship allownee for officers of the Border-Guard wore reduced , 

As a result they came to about the seme level (sic), The present pay of the 
Berder-Guard troops is as follows:

dn December 1949 uniforms and shoes for the Army and Border-Guard arrived fron 
the USSR and Czechoslovakia, and distribution of these began inmediately. The 
clothing from Czechoslovakia inelujed tamics and English-type trousers, whieh 
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were issued to the Border-Guard, The shoes wore generally of poor quality 
aml now are worm out, At the same time overcoats af Soviet manufacture 
vere distributed to the infantry. The Border-—Guard received overcoats of 
Czechoslovek and American manufacture, The American coats hed to have 
their insignis and buttons removed. 


Composition, Strength and Armament of an Infantry Division 


The infantry division has a Staff which consists of the Camanding Officer, 
Commissar, Chief of Staff, Director of the Political Office of the Commun- 
ist Party of the Division, Director of Transport and Supply, Director of 
Training and Gperetions, Director of Personnel, Director of Press and Propa- 
gamie, Director of tho Security Section of the Division, Director of Engle 
neering, Director of Communications, Diroctor of id sala Avuy Physician 
and Director of Reconnaissance, 


The division command includes the following: 


a. Headquarters Compauy (elerke, mossongers, medical corpsmen, etc). 
A physician from the military hospital at the Division base is 
detached to the Headquarters Company. 


Engineers Company, consisting of four platoons of about twonty-five men 
each (totel 110 men). 


Commumications Company, divided into two sections: w/t operators and 
telephone operators, Each section has three platoons of about 20 men

of Soviet Mosin (sic) type, 1891/30 issue, with a mgaxine holding 
five cartridges, One of these scouts is assigned to each infantry squad. 


i, Battalion for training non-commissioned officers. This has four com- 
panies: two rifle companies, one heavy Maxim machine-gun company, 
one mortar company (22 mm, Soviet type mortars). The battalion also 
has one platoon of six anti-tank rifles of Simonov type. The total 
strength of the training battalion is about 360 mon,

of the Sseurlty Section, Cammications Officer, and non-eommiasioned of fi~ 

eer who is chief medical corpeman.

The artillery "Moira" has a staff composed of the Commanding Officer, the Come 
missar, Chief of Staff, Supply and Transport Officer, Security Officer, and a 
non-commissioned officer who 4s chief medical corpsman, The "Moira™ heads 
quarters consists of the following wits:

The "Oulamos" including its commending officer has a strength of 21 men; it 
has two guns or mortars and a total of eight pack aninals, 


The command of a battery includes the Commanding Officer, the Commissar, and 
a non-commissioned officer aide with a private for his assistant. The Com~ 
nand is followed by an "OQulamos" of 15 ccumumications men (a small wireless 
set with a range of 25 kilometers and telephones) and 7 direction finders 
together with the officer commending the "Oulamos", 


The battery has a strength of 70 men; 1t has four guns or four mortars, and a 
total of 16 animals, 


The total stength of a "Moira" is 250 men, twolve moumtain guns or mortars, 
forty-eight animals, The tote] strength of a regiment of mountain artillery 
is 900 men, twelve mountain guns, twenty-four mortars, 152 animls, 


The total strength of an infantry division is 7400 men under ordinary clrem- 
stances.

Border-Guard 


In Oetober 1949 the "Directorate of the Border-Guard" was established with 
its base in Tirane. At the eame time the Peoples Security Division was abol- 
ished. 


The Directorate of the Border-Guard is not subordinate to the Albanian Gen- 
eral Staff, but to the Ministry of Interior, It is the third Directorate of 
the Ministry of Defense (sic ~ presumably “Interior” ia meant), because it is 
considered to be the Security Corps of the State,*# 


The reasons for the change were the following: 

a, To speed up the transmiasion of services documents by setting rid of the 
bureaucracy (i.e., chain of command from battalion to regiuent to People's 
Security Division to Albanian General Staff.) 


b, Limitation of military expense by abolishing luxury (persomel of the 
Headquarters of the People's Security Division and of ita Regiments). 


¢. Exelusive oecupation of the Border-Guard Units to be on the border and 


not in the pursuit of guerrillas, Special unite wers organized for the 
latter purpose in the hope that they would be able to act more decisively 
and effectively, 


Now there are only border-guard battalions communicating directly with the 
Headquarters of the Border-Guard. Troops assigned to the Border-Guard must 
have previous training in another unit for four months at least. The longer 
period of service in the Border-Guard is justified by the fact that it is re= 
garded as 2 "Specialty", and the veteran soldiers are required to train the 
new soldiers for a long period of time. Great care is taken that “reaction— 
arles” shall not be assigned to the Border-Guard, 


The Commanding Officer of the Border—Guard is Mago Como, a colonel from Korce, 
The Deputy Commander is Mohamet Prodani, a lieutenant colonel from Kolonfa. 
Other senior officers are Sotir Filko, a lieutenant colonel from Korese, Baki 
Starjo, a lieutenant colonel from Starisa near Kolonja, Sotir Mero, a major 
fron Kores, 


The Directorate of the Border-Guard isa divided into three sectors: 

a, Northern Sector - Inspector Sotir Filke 

b. Western Sector ~ Inspector Baki Starjo 

ec. Southern Sector - Inspector Sotir Mero
